BANKING CAPITAL BILL 
SIGNED BY TALMADGE 


Measure Cuts Stock Require- 
ment to $15,000 in Small 
Towns of State. . 


A bill designed to facilitate estab- 
lishment of banks in small towns was 
signed by Governor Talmadge Mon- 
day. 

Sponsored by Senator J. Ellis Pope. 
of Lyons, the bill cuts the capital 
atock requirement of banks in towns 
of 2.500 population or less from $25.,- 
000 to $15,000. 

The governor also signed a bill by 
the DeKalb county delegation author- 
izing boards of education or similar 
agencies to erect fire escapes on school 
and other buildings used for educa- 
tional purposes.

Bill Providing Speedier Divorces © 
Passed by Senate, Sent to House 


Speedier divorces in Georgia, and 
validation of decrees previously 
handed down in cases of divorce— 
and subsequent remarriage—were pro- 
vided for Monday in a bill passed by 
the state senate and sent to the house 
of representatives. 

Intended primarily to untangle a 
legal snarl resulting from a _ recent 
decision of the state supreme court 
and establish as valid divorces on 
which first verdicts were granted at 
the appearance terms of court, 
measure also would have the effect of 
reducing the length of time required 
to obtain a divorce. 

Senator W. O. Cooper Jr., of Ma- 
con, who sponsored the bill, said the 
length of time would vary over the 
state according to the frequency of 
court terms, but added that in his 
home county. Bibb, of which Macon 
is the seat, it would reduce the time 
required from about six months to 
four months. 

The bill legalizes divorces on which 
first verdicts were taken at appear- 
‘ance terms of court, and thus legal- 
_izes also the remarriage cf persons

Kentucky Sales Tax 
Held Unconstitutional 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—(4)— 
The supreme court ruled today in a 
6 to 3 decision that Kentucky’s gross 
sales tax law was invalid. The deci- 
sion deprived the state treasury of 
$1,200,000 assessed under the act. and 
impounded pending the outcome of 
the suit. 

In delivering the court’s opinion, 
Justice Roberts declared the act ar- 
bitrary, flimsy, an unequal burden 
and therefore invalid. No relation was 
shown between gross sales and. net 
income, he said, and added that a 
very wide divergence in net profits 


made the tax unequal between mer- | 


chants. 

A dissenting opinion, holding the 
act valid, was announced by Justice 
Cardozo, with Justices Brandeis and 
Stone agreeing. 

Meanwhile, the high court postpon- 
ed a test on the government’s right 
to condemn land to carry out slum 
clearance and low cost housing proj- 
ects until a court of appeals decides 
the case.

Such a string of questions may 
sound complicated and it-may discour- 
age potential mammalogists, but be- 
fore you give up the ghost, sit down 
and consider a simple problem.

Explains Moves. 

My government has been forced to 
put into effect drastic measures to 
combat openly revolutionary activi- 
ties. ‘To this end, a state of war has 
been declared throughout the republic, 
a military governor has been appoint- 
ed-for each of Cuba's six provinces, 
and constitutional law has been sus- 
pended. I regret such action, but it 
has been necessary. 

I have always had the most ample 
spirit of tolerance toward problems 
confronting my government, but, in 
my opinion, the present movement 1s 
not so much against my government 
as against the very foundations of 
the republic. Therefore I feel it is 
my duty to stand firm in the face of 
the present situation. 

The interpretation of dictatorship 
which has been given to the recent 
suspension of constitutional law s 
somewhat erroneous. Since ancient 
days, it has heen admitted in consti- 
tutional law that, in the face of dis- 
turbances affecting public order, gov- 
ernments have the right to suspend 
constitutional statutes, which, in guar- 
anteeing personal rights, limit the free 
activity of the central power to the 
defense of public interests, and. when 
| personal rights oppose the fundamen- 


erty.

an inch; and let the diameter of the 
earth be just a bit more than half of 
an inch. 

The size of Pluto has not been learn- 
ed very closely; but a circle the size 
of Venus probably will not be far 
out of the way. 

Mars may be given a one-third inch 
circle; and Mercury’s circle should 
measure a quarter of an inch. 

These measures will not be exact to 
the last fraction of an inch; but they 
will be very close. 

For the ball of Saturn, we draw 
a circle five inches in diameter. Then 
we make the rings. Let the diameter 
of the outer ring be 11 inches, and cut 
a hole in the middle so the ring will 
be one-inch wide. Then make an in- 
‘ner ring with a diameter of nine and 
a half inches, and a width of one and 
a half inches. There may he three 
rings around Saturn, possibly four; 
but scientists are not clear about them, 
and these two broad ones will do very 
well, 

Biggest of all will be the circle for 
the sun.. It should have a diameter of 
}four feet and 11 inches. 

The sun may be mounted on card- 
board; and the planets pasted on its 
face. Each planet should be labeled. 
The planets may be colored; in which 
case let’s make Mars red, Venus gold- 
en and the earth green!
